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Census of Seamen. (Pages i-xii.) 

With this issue of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ we publish a 
census of seamen who were employed on 3lst 
March, 1928, in vessels registered under Part I of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, in the United 
Kingdom, the Isle of Man and the Channel Islands. 
The census deals with the number, ages, distribu- 





tion of crews and nationalities of the seamen actually - 


employed in sea-trading vessels. 





Distribution of Trade, January—June. (Page 174.) 
Imports into the United Kingdom from British 
Empire sources in the first half of the current year 
accounted for 28:19 per cent. of the value of the 
total from all countries, as compared with 28-12 in 
1928 and 24°99 in 1918. Exports of British produce 
to Empire customers amounted to 40°93 per cent. 
of the whole, as against 40°88 in 1928 and 37-05 in 
1913. 





Prices Abroad in June Quarter. (Page 176). 
Wholesale prices declined from 2 to 3 per cent. in 
France, Germany and Italy during the second 
quarter of the year, and eased off slightly in Belgium 
and the United States. 





Emigration in the First Half-Year. (Page 178). 
British subjects who left the United Kingdom 
during the first six months of 1929 to take up per- 
manent residence in non-Kuropean countries totalled 
76,370, as against 66,925 in the corresponding 
period of 1928. The number to British Empire 
countries showed an increase of nearly 7,000. 





Our Overseas Trade in July. (Page 182). 

As compared with the corresponding month of last 
year there was a fair decrease in the value of United 
Kingdom imports during July and a substantial 
advance in exports. Increases in both directions are 
shown over June. Notable rises in exports of coal 
and of manufactures occurred in the month under 
review.

EXPLOSION AT MILFRAEN COLLIERY. 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the 
Coal Mines Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines has 
directed Mr. J. M. Carey, H.M. Divisional Inspector 
of Mines, to hold a Formal Investigation into the 
causes and circumstances of the explosion which 
occurred on 10th July, 1929, at Milfraen Colliery, 
Blaenavon, Monmouthshire, whereby nine persons lost 
their lives. 

Mr. Carey will open his Enquiry at 10.30 a.m. on 
Monday, 19th August, in the Co-operative Hall, 
Blaenavon and, by arrangement with Mr. W. Kk. 
Dauncey, H.M. Coroner for the Abergavenny District 
of Monmouthshire, the Enquiry will be held jointly 
with the adjourned Inquest on the bodies of the per- 
sons who lost their lives in the explosion.

SCRAP FOR STEEL MAKING. 


Sir Roy Wilson has retired, on medical advice, from 
the Chairmanship of the Committee appointed by the 
Board of Trade to enquire into the position as to the 
supply of scrap for steel making. 

In view of this, and of the appointment by the Prime 
Minister of a Sub-Committee of the Committee of Civil 
Research to enquire into the iron and steel industries 
generally, it has been decided to merge the scrap 
enquiry in the larger investigation. The Sub-Com- 
mittee will accordingly give special consideration to the 
question of the use and supply of scrap.

MILK PRICES, 


On 12th March last the Food Council submitted to 
the President of the Board of Trade a report on milk 
prices which dealt, among other things, with the 
effect on retail prices of milk in London of the agree- 
ment reached between the producers and the distri- 
butors on 18th September, 1928. ‘The effect of the 
report was that, in view of the new agreement, dairy- 
men in London would be justified in charging a price 
of 7d. a quart during seven months of the period Ist 
October, 1928, te 30th September, 1929, and 6d. 
during the remaining five months, but that they 
would not be treating the London consumer justly if 
they carried out their announced intention of charging 
7d. a quart during eight months and the summer 
price of 6d. a quart during four months only.

In view of unofficial announcements that the price of milk 
would be raised on Ist August, the Food Council, at the 
request of the President of the Board of Trade, invited 
representatives of the Metropolitan Dairymen’s Society and 
the Amalgamated Master Dairymen, Limited, to meet them. 
The deputation was received on 30th July last, and informed 
the Food Council that the trade had definitely decided to 
increase the price to 7d. on Ist August. They gave their 
reasons for this action, but, after consideration of the state- 
ments made, the Food Council reported to the President 
that they could find no material change in the situation 
since they submitted their Report on 12th March, 1929, that 
they maintained the view expressed in the Report, and that 
no increase in price should be made until Ist September. 


The President of the Board of Trade, after certain leading 
members of the dairy trade had met him by his request, 
received a deputation from the two societies mentioned above 
on lst August, and informed them that he accepted the Food 
Council’s Report of 12th March, and that the Food Council 
had informed him that they could find no change in the 
circumstances since the date of that Report. He invited the 
representatives of the dairy trade to indicate to him any- 
thing which in their opinion had produced any substantial 
alteration in the situation. 


After hearing the views of the representatives, the Presi- 
dent informed them that there appeared to him to be no 
material change since the date of the Food Council’s Report, 
that in his view they were not justified in increasing the 
price on Ist August, and, while explaining that he had no 
statutory powers enabling him to take action, he asked the 
representatives present to call a mass meeting of the dairy 
trade and endeavour to persuade them to reduce the price of 
milk to 6d. for four weeks during the currency of the pre- 
sent agreement between the producers and the distributors. 


The President has now been informed that at a 
mass meeting held on 7th August the dairy trade 
has refused to accede to this request and has decided 
to maintain the present price of 7d. a quart during 
August and September. 





DEATH OF MR. G. C. L. MAUNDER. 


We regret to announce the sudden death on 13th 
August of Mr. G. C. L. Maunder, the Head of the 
Intelligence and Parliamentary Branch of the Board 
of Trade. 


Mr. Maunder was 51 years of age, and entered the 
service of the Board of Trade in 1901. He served in 
the Railway, Marine and Commercial Departments, 
and, following the passage of the Census of Production 
Act in 1906, was appointed Secretary to the Com- 
mittee set up to advise upon the general scope of the 
Census. He also acted as Secretary to the Imperial 
Institute Advisory Committee. 


From 1914 to 1916 he was Private Secretary to 
successive Presidents of the Board, viz., Mr. Sidney 
Buxton (Lord Buxton), Mr. John Burns and Mr. 
Walter Runciman, and to two Parliamentary Secre- 
taries, Mr. J. M. Robertson and Mr. E. G. Pretyman. 


In 1920 Mr. Maunder was placed in charge of the 
newly-formed Intelligence and Parliamentary Branch 
and was appointed Secretary to the Board of Trade 
Advisory Council, which positions he held at the time 
of his death.

DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 





FIRST HALF OF 1929. 


The July issue of the ‘* Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first half of 1929. 
These tables enable us to survey the geographical dis. 
tribution of the trade between the United Kingdom 
and other countries, and in the following article a com- 
parison is made between the distribution of the trade 
in the first six months of 1929, 1928 and 1913. 


For purposes of better comparison with the first six 
months of 1913 our trade with the Irish Free State has 
been excluded from the general review. The following 
table shows the extent of that trade in the first six 
months of 1928 and 1929:—

The proportion of our total imports which was con- 
signed from the Irish Free State was substantially the 
same in the first half of 1929 as in the first half of 1928, 
but our re-exports to the Irish Free State were some- 
what greater. Exports of United Kingdom goods to 
that market, however, showed a slightly smaller pro- 
portion, though higher than in the first quarters of the 
two years. 


In comparing the distribution of our trade now with 
that in 1918, a further correction should strictly be 
made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Ireland with countries overseas, since that 
trade is included in the figures for 1913. The export 
trade in 1913 was negligible, however, and the imports 
amounted to only about 1 per cent. of the total imports 
into the United Kingdom. Further, in order to pre- 
serve comparability with 1913, Palestine, the Sudan, 
South-West Africa Territory, Tanganyika, and Nauru 
and Western Samoa have been treated as foreign 
countries throughout. Separate particulars of our 
trade with these countries in 1913 are not available.

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and Italy, however, net decreases of 1:2 per ceut., 
3-4 per cent., and 2°7 per cent. respectively were 
recorded. In the United States there was an average 
reduction of 1°6 per cent. 


For purposes of comparison with the figures given 
above, it may be noted that the movements of whole- 
sale prices in the United Kingdom, as measured by the 
Board of Trade Index Number, shows a fall in the June 
quarter of the current year of 1:7 per cent. from the 
average of the March quarter, that the June index 
number was 3-3 per cent. lower than that for March, 
and that comparison of the June quarter this year with 
the June quarter of 1928 shows a fall of 4°5 per cent. 


The tables which follow indicate the movements of 
the index numbers of wholesale prices over quarterly 
periods since the second quarter of 1928. Owing to 
the employment of different base periods, the index 
numbers are not strictly comparable in magnitude as 
between one country and another, but some compari- 
son can be made regarding the relative movements in 
prices. 

The following summary statement furnishes a com- 
parison of price movements in the countries named

COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS. 


As measured by changes in the index numbers, 
wholesale prices during the June quarter in France, 
Germany, and Italy averaged lower than in the March 
quarter by about 2-6, 2°3, and 2:2 per cent. respec- 
tively. In Belgium and in the United States smaller 
net decreases were shown of 1:5 per cent. and O°8 per 
cent. respectively. 

From March to June wholesale prices declined in 
all the countries named, the movement being most 
marked in the case of France with a decline of 4°6 per 
cent. In Germany, Belgium and Italy decreases of 
32 per cent., 2-4 per cent., and 3:1 per cent. respec- 
tively were recorded. In the United States the down- 
ward movement was only 1-1 per cent. 

Compared with the averages of the same period of 
last year, June quarter prices were higher in Belgium 
by a little over one per cent. In France, Germany,

After advancing in the two previous quarters whole- 
sale prices in France during the June quarter of this 
year fell, a net decrease of 4-6 per cent. being recorded 
from the end of March. ‘The general index figure 
for June was the lowest since February, 1928. Com- 
paring the average prices for the June quarter with 
those for the March quarter, and with those for the 
same period of last year, net reductions of 2°6 per 
cent. and 1:2 per cent. respectively are shown. 


The decline in the second quarter was shared by 
both main groups, but in contrast with the March 
quarter industrial materials showed the greater rela- 
tive movement. During the second quarter foodstuffs 
cheapened by 3:0 per cent., the average for the period 
being 0°7 per cent. below that for the March quarter 
but 0-5 per cent. above that for the June quarter, 
1928. In the same period prices of industrial materials 
as a whole declined by 5-6 per cent., with June quarter 
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prices averaging lower than in the previous quarter or 
in any quarter of last year. 

Prices of vegetable foodstuffs and animal foodstuffs 
were irregular during the June quarter. Vegetable 
foodstuffs tended to become cheaper and animal food- 
stuffs to become dearer, the: latter group thus con- 
tinuing the general movement of last year; the index 
‘‘ sugar, coffee, cocoa’’ had a downward trend.

June prices for vegetable foodstuffs and 
coffee, cocoa ’’ were lower than those for March by 
10:0 per cent. and 3°6 per cent. respectively, whilst 
those for animal foodstuffs were higher by 4-7 per cent. 

Among the group of industrial materials the textile 
index, which reached a somewhat high point in 
January last, declined slightly in the two following 
months and fell rapidly in the June quarter; the fall 
from March measured 9:0 per cent. Prices in the 
minerals and metals group were steady after a sharp 
drop (69 per cent.) of the April average. The group 
of miscellaneous commodities again showed a slight 
decline.

Wholesale prices in Germany since the September 
quarter of last year have tended to fall; in the June 
quarter of this year successive decreases in the general 
index were recorded in each of the three months. Prices 
in June, on the average, were lower than those for 
March by 3:2 per cent. Average prices in the June 
quarter were below those for the March quarter of this 
year and the corresponding period of last year by 2°4 
per cent. and 3-4 per cent. respectively. 


The general movement of prices in the June quarter 
was shared by all the main groups, the decline being 
most marked for agricultural produce (6-7 per cent.) 
and for colonial produce (3-7 per cent.). Industrial 
materials and semi-finished materials were cheaper in 
June than in March by 2:1 per cent. 


Vegetable foodstuffs, cattle, and feeding stuffs for 
animals in the March quarter became dearer, and 

foodstuffs of animal origin ’’ cheaper. In April, 
prices showed a net decrease in all these groups except 
that for cattle, the movement continuing to the end 
of the quarter. Average June prices for vegetable 
foodstuffs, foodstuffs of animal origin, and feeding 
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stuffs for animals were below those for March by 1071 
per cent., 8°4 per cent., and 13-9 per cent. respectively ; 
cattle prices showed a net increase of 2°6 per cent. 

Reductions in the prices of English coal and of brown 
coal briquettes lowered the coal index in April by 1°6 
per cent. For iron and steel, mid-May increases in 
pig iron prices were not offset by lower scrap prices. 
In June, price advances for castings, scrap, and thin 
sheets raised the index further; June prices in this 
group averaged 2:0 per cent. above those for March. 
Lower prices for copper, zinc, lead and tin and for wool, 
cotton, silk, flax, hemp, and jute reduced the index 
numbers for non-ferrous metals and textiles, falls of 
10-5 per cent. and 5°7 per cent. being recorded between 
March and June. Skins and leather prices also de- 
clined throughout the quarter .(5°8 per cent.) as did 
oils and fats (1:2 per cent.). Textiles and skins and 
leather thus continued the downward movement from 
last year. 

Producers’ goods showed a small rise from the March 
quarter, mainly on account of the increases of iron and 
steel prices. Consumers’ goods, on the other hand, 
showed a reduction of 1:0 per cent. since the end of 


March.

There was a fall (2-4 per cent.) of Belgian wholesale 
prices during the second quarter of this year, this 
decline following a gradual advance of 4:7 per cent. 
during the preceding six months. With the exception 
of the March, 1929, quarter (867), the June index 
(854) was higher than that for any quarter since the 
March, 1927, quarter (856). 

Foodstuffs, which, after a higher tendency in 
January and February, had cheapened in March, 
showed further lower averages throughout the second 
quarter; from March to June a fall of 88 per cent. 
was recorded. The June averages for metallurgical 
products and petroleum were lower than those for 
March by 3-0 per cent. and 3°6 per cent. respectively ; 
no alteration was shown for pottery. The rise of 
prices in the fuel, chemical, and building material 
groups was continued in the June quarter. March 
prices for fuel and building materials were above those 
for December by 4°7 per cent. and 3-6 per cent. re- 
spectively, and June prices averaged higher than those 
for March by 9-5 per cent. and 6°5 per cent. respec- 
tively. The decline of skins and leather prices from 
last year continued. Fats, which were cheaper in the 
March quarter, carried this lower tendency into the 
second quarter. ‘T'extile prices advanced from Sep- 
tember of last year until January of this year, the 
rise over the period amounting to 8:0 per cent.; since 
January, however, the textile index has fallen by 


10:7 per cent.

In the second quarter of the year wholesale prices 
in Italy, which had shown a lower tendency in the 
March quarter, fell still further. June prices averaged 
lower than those for March by 3:1 per cent., while 
June quarter prices were lower as compared with those 
in the March, 1929, quarter and in the June quarter 
of last year by 2°3 per cent. and 2:7 per cent. 
respectively. 

Kixcept for the groups of vegetable foodstuffs, of 
textiles, and of miscellaneous vegetable products, 
whose June averages were below those for March by 
59 per cent., 6°7 per cent., and 4:2 per cent. respec- 
tively, no marked movements were recorded during the 
quarter. With the exception of building materials 
June prices, however, averaged lower for all groups 
than those for March. Animal foodstuffs were cheaper 
by 05 per cent., chemical products by 0:7 per cent., 
and minerals and metals by 1:7 per cent.; building 
materials were dearer by 1:5 per cent. 

Prices of building materials rose in November last 
after a fall which commenced in December, 1926. ‘I'his 
new movement continued until April, when it was 
checked, but it appears since to have been resumed. 
For the group of minerals and metals the April aver- 
age showed a drop after a gradual rise from May, 1928, 
the new average being steady with a rising tendency 
during the quarter. Chemical products show a similar 
movement with prices rising 7:1 per cent. between 
July, 1928, and February, 1929; since the latter thonth 
prices have, on the average, dropped slightly, the fall 
up to June amounting to 1-2 per cent. ‘I'extiles have 
cheapened since May, 1928, and this tendency was 
continued into the June quarter. 

Of the food groups vegetable foodstuffs continued to 
fluctuate. A lower tendency, however, was notice- 
able in the June quarter; average prices during the 
period were lower than those in each quarter of last 
year. Animal foodstuffs, which declined further in 
April after a sudden drop in March, appeared to re- 
cover in the last two months of the June quarter.

In the United States wholesale prices during the 
June quarter declined by 1-1 per cent. Average prices 
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for the second quarter were the lowest since the March 
quarter of last year. The May index (95°8) was the 
lowest since August, 1927. Comparing June quarter 
prices with those for the March quarter and for the 
June quarter of 1928 average reductions of 0°8 per 
cent. and 1°6 per cent. respectively were recorded. 
Foods, which were slightly cheaper in April and 
May than in March, rose in June to about the January 
average. Among industrial commodities the index for 
the fuel and lighting group, in which there had been a 
fall of 5-3 per cent. in average prices from September, 
1928, to March, 1929, advanced in May and June, on 
account of increases in petroleum product prices. 
Metals and metal products, under the influence of 
non-ferrous metals and in spite of price increases for 
iron and steel products, declined by 1:2 per cent. dur- 
ing the quarter. The group of building materials 
showed small net reductions in May and June. ‘ex- 
tiles, which have displayed little relative movement 
since the beginning of last year, dropped by 2:9 per 
cent. during the June quarter, prices for the period 
averaging 2:0 per cent. lower than in the March 
quarter. Cotton, woollen and worsted goods, and other 
textile products, except silk and artificial silk, all 
showed net decreases in price throughout the quarter; 
silk and artificial silk were slightly dearer in April, 
but subsequently became cheaper. Further reductions 
were recorded for hides and leather products in April 
and May, but in June average prices showed a slight 
rise. Chemicals and drugs cheapened throughout the 
second quarter, the decline measuring: 2:3 per cent.

(A) PASSENGERS OF ALL CLASSES.*

The returns relating to the passenger traffic 
between the United Kingdom and places outside 
Europe, and not within the Mediterranean Sea, show 
that the number of persons of British nationality who 
left the United Kingdom as passengers for such 
countries during the six months ended 30th June, 
1929, exceeded the number who arrived as passengers 
from those countries by 30,701. In the correspond- 
ing periods of 1928 and 1927 outward balances of 
22,578 and 88,641 respectively were recorded. During 
the twelve months ended June, 1929, 1928 and 1927, 
the outward balances were 90,953, 87,540 and 
119,244 respectively. 

Grouped according to countries of destination, the 
movement of British subjects during the first half 
of the year 1929 shows a balance outward of 38,265 
passengers to British North America, while inward 
balances are recorded from Australia, New Zealand, 
British South Africa, India (including Ceylon), and 
the groups of ‘‘ Other Parts of the British Empire ” 
and ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries.’’ For these countries 
the second quarter of the year is marked by large 
arrivals in the United Kingdom, but a low level of 
outward movement other than that of emigrants. 
The movement between the United Kingdom and the 
United States showed an outward balance of 8,373 
British passengers in the first six months of 1929, 
as compared with an outward balance of 6,096 in the 
corresponding period of 1928. 

As regards the movement of aliens between this 
country and non-European countries during the first 
six months of 1929, an outward balance of 3,097 is 
recorded, as compared with an outward balance of 
8,438 in the corresponding half-year of 1928. In con- 
nection with the figures of the passenger movement, 
particularly those relating to alien passengers, it 
should be noted that they are inclusive of passengers

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The most noticeable feature of our external trade 
during the month of July revealed by the above figures 
is the recovery of British exports from the low level 
recorded in the previous month. In partial explana- 
tion of the apparent decline in external trade in June 
it was suggested in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
18th July (page 64) that probably a proportion of the 
exports and the imports that would normally have 
found a place in the June records had, in fact, been 
included in those for May, owing to variations in the 
promptitude with which the returns were furnished to 
the Customs authorities. Making due allowance for 
this possibility, however, the recorded aggregate of 
British exports in July may be regarded with satisfac- 
tion. Amounting to £66,520,000, they fell short by 
only £917,000 of the total recorded for May, 1929, the 
largest total for any month since November, 1927, and 
exceeded the exports in July, 1928, by £5,635,000. 
For comparative purposes it may be mentioned tbat 
the average monthly exports of United Kingdom goods 
during the twelve months ended June, 1929, amounted 
to £60,578,000, and during the twelve months ended 
June, 1928, to £60,164,000. 


The value of the exports of each of the three prin- 
cipal classes of United Kingdom goods last month was 
greater than in either of the earlier months shown in 
the table. As compared with a year ago, exports of 
food, drink, and tobacco were greater by £309,000, 
and exports of raw materials by £1,446,000. As will 
be seen from the table on page 204, coal exports last 
month exceeded those of a year ago by £1,448,000, 
and for the remaining groups of goods included in the 
raw material class increases and decreases were re- 
corded which in the aggregate almost balanced. 
Exports last month of articles manufactured in the 
United Kingdom were valued at £3,995,000 more than 
those of July, 1928; increases were recorded in all the 
groups enumerated on page 204 except the vehicles 
group, in which a decline of £331,000 was registered 
(resulting from a fall of £930,000 in the value of new 
ships delivered, only partially offset by a net increase 
in the exports of other goods falling within the group), 
and the silk and the leather groups, in which relatively 
small decreases occurred. Gratifying advances, as 


compared with a year ago, took place in exports: 


of iron and steel and manufactures thereof (increase, 
£830,000), cotton yarns and manufactures (£706,000), 
and machinery (£499,000). 


Imports last month were somewhat below those of a 
year ago, but rather greater than in June. As com- 
pared with July, 1928, imports of food, drink, and 
tobacco last month were less by £1,566,000. In this 
class of goods, imports of grain and flour were 
£2,629,000 less than a year ago, a large contributory 
factor of the decline being a decrease of £1,740,000 in 
wheat (grain) due to smaller imports at lower prices. 
Imports of meat were greater by £519,000. The prin- 
cipal factors in the net decrease of £1,034,000 in im- 
ports in the raw materials class as a whole last month, 
as compared with July, 1928, were declines in the raw 
cotton group (£1,858,000)—in part due to lower 
average values—and the oil seeds group (£722,000); a 
substantial increase (£700,000) was realised in the 
imports of raw wool. Imports of manufactured articles 
last month exceeded those in the corresponding month 
of 1928 by £2,039,000, and reference to the table on 
page 204 shows that this increase was spread over 
most of the groups of goods comprised within this 
class, the principal advance for any group (£528,000) 
being recorded in respect of vehicles (principally motor 
cars and parts). 


Re-exports last month were £483,000 less than a 
year ago and £1,646,000 less than in June. As com- 
pared with July, 1928, re-exports of manufactured oils, 
etc., were greater by £364,000 (almost entirely due to 
increased consignments of motor spirit) and of non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures by £245,000. Con- 
siderable decreases, however, occurred in the raw 
tubber group (£557,000), the raw wool group 
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(£408,000), and the miscellaneous food groups (aggre- 
gating £324,000), a relatively substantial decline being 
recorded in respect of coffee. 


During last month there was a large export of gold 
bullion to France and to Germany, and the total ex- 
ports of gold and silver bullion and coin amounted to 
£21,102,000, while imports aggregated £5,217,000; the 
excess of exports over imports was thus £15,885,000, 
as compared with an excess of imports over exports of 
£3,593,000 in July, 1928. If imports and exports of 
bullion and specie be added to merchandise, the visible 
excess of imports over exports amounted to £3,176,000 
last month, and to £189,808,000 in the first seven 
months of 1929, as compared with £29,743,000 in the 
month of July, 1928, and £209,280,000 in the first 
seven months of 1928. In considering the cumulative 
figures it must be remembered, however, that the 
repatriation of a French gold deposit of about £18 
million, which took place in the early months of last 
year, had the effect of reducing the excess of visible 
imports over visible exports in 1928. 


The net tonnage of vessels with cargoes in the 
foreign trade which entered at ports of the United 
Kingdom in July was 9°6 per cent. greater, and the 
tonnage which cleared from ports of the United King- 
dom was 12:6 per cent. greater, than in July, 1928. 


CoAL AND OI. 


Exports of coal in July amounted to 5,848,000 tons, 
as compared with 4,883,000 tons in June, when a 
shortage of available shipping affected the coal export 
trade; coal exports in July, 1928, were 4,163,000 tons. 
In addition, coal shipped for the use of steamers en- 
gaged in the foreign trade (including fishing vessels) 
amounted to 1,454,000 tons last month, 1,361,000 
tons in June, and 1,423,000 tons in July of last year. 
The monthly average value of coal exported this year 
advanced from 15s. 6d. a ton in January to 16s. 3d. 
in April; declined to 15s. lld. in June, and again 
advanced in July to nearly 16s. 1d., as compared with 
an average value of 15s. 7d. a ton for the month of 
July, 1928. The increase in exports in July as com- 
pared with a year ago included increases in ship- 
ments to France (448,000 tons), Belgium (299,000 
tons), Italy (135,000 tons), the Netherlands (108,000 
tons), and Germany (101,000 tons). Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Denmark together took 153,000 tons more, 
and Argentina 83,000 tons more. Imports of crude 
petroleum amounted last month to 63-6 million gal- 
lons, in June to 45°8 million, and in July, 1928, to 
53:7 million, while retained imports of refined petro- 
leum were 128-2 million gallons last month, as com- 
pared with 110°6 million in June, and 153-5 million a 
year ago. Exports of British refined petroleum were 
8:4 million gallons in July, 12:3 million in June, and 
6:7 million in July, 1928. The quantities of fuel oil 
shipped for the use of steamers engaged in the foreign 
trade (including fishing vessels) were 19-1 million gal- 
lons last month, 22-8 million in June, and 24:4 million 
a& year ago.

Retained imports of iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof last month did not differ much from 
those of the preceding month, but were some 8 per 
cent. greater in quantity than a year ago, advances 
being recorded in respect of both semi-finished and 
finished products. British exports showed a substan- 
tial increase last month, as compared with June or 
with July of last year. In relation to a year ago, 
advances occurred in the exports of all the classes of 
goods particularised in the table except railway 
material. 


Exports of machinery last month amounted to 
51,977 tons (valued at £5,066,000), as compared with 
37,824 tons (£3,794,000) in June, and 48,241 tons 
(£4,567,000) in July, 1928, while retained imports were 
8,988 tons (£1,519,000) last month, 10,718 tons 
(£1,583,000) in June, and 8,213 tons (£1,314,000) a 
year ago. Sritish exports of motor vehicles, touring 
and commercial, and chassis, in July numbered 
3,877, this being an appreciable increase on the 
numbers recorded for June and for a year ago (2,937 
and 2,391 respectively). The value of the British 
exports of motor cars and parts and accessories 
(except tyres) last month was £920,000, as compared 
with £684,000 in July, 1928. Retained imports of 
motor cars, etc., and chassis numbered 4,176 in July, 
as against 4,635 in June, and 1,495 in July, 1928, the 
expansion as compared with a year ago being mainly 
in light chassis, The value of the retained imports of 
motor cars, etc., and parts thereof (except tyres) was 
£978,000 last month, as compared with £405,000 in 
July, 1928.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month amounted 
to 59-0 million lbs., bringing the total for the twelve 
months ended July to 1,492°3 million lbs. Previous 
corresponding figures are, for the month of July a year 
ago, 79-3 million lbs., and, for the twelve months ended 
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July of last year, 1,205-°7 million lbs. According to the 
statistics published by the Liverpool Cotton Associa- 
tion, the deliveries of cotton to mills during July 
were about 111 million lbs., as compared with 114 
millions a year ago; and deliveries during the twelve- 
months period, August, 1928, July, 1929, aggregated 
about 1,498 million lbs., and during the preceding 
twelve months about 1,520 million lbs. Retained im- 
ports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool in July amounted to 
27:3 million lbs., as compared with 12-3 millions a year 
ago, and in the first seven months of this year 
they aggregated 379-1 million lbs., or about 2 million 
lbs. more than in the corresponding period of 1928. 
British exports of cotton and of woollen and worsted 
yarns last month showed appreciable increases over the 
quantities recorded in either of the earlier months 
covered by the table. Exports of cotton piece-goods in 
July were considerably in excess of the square yardage 
recorded for June, and about 5 per cent. greater than 
the exports in July, 1928. The advance, as compared 
with a year ago, was achieved in spite of a decrease of 
4 million sq. yds. (or over four-fifths) in the exports to 
Brazil and smaller reductions in those to certain other 
countries, including one of 1:4 million sq. yds. in the 
quantity taken by British India as a whole, the principal 
increases in consignments to specific areas being as 
follows :—Turkey, 7-9 million sq. yds., Straits Settle- 
ments and Malay States, 5-3 million sq. yds., and 
Australia, 4-6 million sq. yds. The increase in exports 
of linen piece-goods and of jute piece-goods last month, 
as compared with a year ago, was mainly due to 
increased consignments to the United States.

The substantial expansion in exports of cement which 
has taken place this year as compared with last year 1s 
reflected in the relation of the figures for last month to 
those of a year ago. Exports of sodium compounds 
showed a material advance last month as compared 
with either of the earlier months. The improvement of 
over one-third in exports of paper and cardboard in July 
compared with those of a year ago was largely the result 
of increased exports of uncoated printing paper, a large 
advance being recorded in consignments to Australia. 
Increased shipments to the United States were an 
important factor in the larger exports of wool stockings 
and hose last month as compared with a year ago.

Imports of iron ore last month showed a substantial 
improvement over the imports in July, 1928. Imports 
of oilseeds, nuts, and kernels for the oil-expressing in- 
dustries (except linseed), and of unrefined coconut oil, 
were at a considerably lower level than a year ago, and a 
comparison of the seven expired months of this year 
with the corresponding months of 1928 shows that re- 
tained imports of this group were lower, with the excep- 
tion of soya beans, copra, and sundry minor seeds and 
nuts, while imports of unrefined coconut oil have in- 
creased. Continuing the experience of the previous 
months of this year in relation to a year ago, retained 
imports of leather were at a comparatively low level last 
month, but retained imports of hides, though not much 
different from those of a year ago, registered a 
conspicuous recovery from the figures of June. Re- 
tained imports of wood pulp remain well in advance of 
last year’s figures. In comparing last month’s figure 
for the retained imports of raw rubber with that of a 
year ago, it must be borne in mind that re-exports to 
the United States are now only a small fraction of those 
recorded during 1928. The total imports of raw rubber 
in July were 10,045 tons, as compared with 8,250 tons 
a year ago.

GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 

The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelli- 
gence Bureau in London reports the receipt of the 
following telegram, dated 8th August, from the 
Comptroller of Customs :—

£1.3,960,165 for July, 1928. Cotton exports were 
£H 2,475,424, against £E.3,373,794.”’ 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND Monsoon. 


Calcutta, 12th August.—During the week ended 
11th August rainfall was nearly general in Lower 
Burma and Konkan on seven days; in Assam on five 
days; in Bengal, Bihar and the East United Provinces 
on four days; in the Punjab Hills and Orissa on three 
days; in the United Provinces and Kast Central India 
on two days; and in Bihar and Orissa on one day. 
Elsewhere there were only local or few falls of rain. 


Monsoon. 


Calcutta, 12th August.—The monsoon has been 
generally active in Burma, Bihar, Orissa, the United 
Provinces and Malabar. 
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TRADE NOTES—Continued. 





Simla, 18th August.—The monsoon rainfall forecast 
for the months of August and September in the Penin- 
sula and North-West India is normal. 


CROPS. 

Madras, 3rd August.—Rainfall was heavy on the 
West Coast and moderate in the Nilgiri Hills and parts 
of the Carnatic. Sowings of paddy and dry crops have 
been retarded in Kurnool, Bellary and Anantpur owing 
to want of rain. The condition of standing crops is 
generally fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, 5th August.—Rainfall was 
general, being heavy in Sambalpur and parts of Angul, 
Ranchi, Palamau, Manbhum and Singbhum, and light 
to moderate elsewhere. Standing crops generally are 
doing well. More rain is needed for the transplantation 
of winter paddy in parts of Bhagalpur and Purnea. 
Bhadoi crops have been somewhat damaged in parts 
of Palamau by heavy rain and paddy has been some- 
what damaged in parts of Puri and Cuttack by floods. 
In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
the weather was seasonable; sugar cane is thriving. 

United Provinces, 27th July.—Rainfall was general 
but light in Almora, Nainital, Bijnor and Bareilly. 
Standing crops are doing well, and prospects generally 
are favourable. 

Bombay, 10th August.—Rainfall was light or de- 
ficient, and more is needed for the development of 
crops almost throughout the Presidency. Crops in 
Gujerat, Konkan and areas adjoining Sahyadris in the 
Deccan and Karnatik are doing well as a result of 
previous moisture, although more rain is needed for 
rice. Crops are withering elsewhere for want of rain. 
No rain fell in Sin, but the Indus has reached a very 
high level and is flooding Katcha lands and damaging 
young bajri in Lower Sind. Cotton and other crops 
are doing well. Locusts are still to be seen in places. 

Bengal, 7th August.—Rainfail generally was light to 
moderate. More rain is needed, especially in West 
Bengal, to facilitate the transplantation of winter 
paddy. Prospects for standing crops are generally fair. 

Central Provinces, 5th August.—The weather was 
cloudy. Rainfall was heavy in the Jubbelpore and 
Chattisgarh divisions and the Narsinghpur and 
Balaghat districts and light elsewhere; a break in the 
rains is desired in the Jubbulpore division, but more 
rain is needed in the Nagpur and Berar divisions. The 
condition of standing crops is good. Rainfall was 
heavy in all the Feudatory States except two, where it 
was moderate. 

Punjab, 5th August.—Rainfall generally was suff- 
cient and well distributed, except in parts of East and 
Central Punjab. The condition of standing crops is 
average to good. Standing crops have been consider- 
ably damaged by heavy rains and hill torrents in Dera 
Gazi Khan, and somewhat damaged by floods in parts 
of Muzaffargarh and by heavy rains on the low-!ying 
lands of Gujrat and Gurdaspur. 

Assam, 12th August.—The weather generally was 
seasonable. The outturn prospects of autumn rice, 
jute, cotton and sugar cane are not good, of potatoes 
poor, and of other crops fair.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1930. 





SPACE IN LONDON SECTION. 


The number of applications for space in the London 
Section of the Fair received up to 12th August ex. 
ceeded 800, the total space applied for being approxi- 
mately 245,000 square feet. ‘lhe exhibiting area that 
will be available at Olympia for the 1930 Fair will be 
about 256,000 square feet. 

The allotment of space in the various exhibition 
halls among the trades represented at the Fair was 
settled at a recent meeting of the Exhibitors’ Advisory 
Committee for the London Section. A limited amount 
of space is still available in a few sections. Prospec- 
tive exhibitors who have not yet sent in their appli- 
cations should communicate with the Department of 
Overseas Trade without delay. 

The Empire Marketing Board will again stage a 
representative exhibit of the food products of the 
Home Country, the Dominions and Colonies, and also 
of the raw materials of the Empire. The exhibit will 
be given a prominent position on the ground floor of 
the existing Main Hall at Olympia. In addition to this 
there will be a separate exhibit by the Canadian 
Government. ‘The textiles and clothing, scientific 
instruments, general and sales services, and food 
sections will also be accommodated in the Main Hall. 
The chemical section, organised by the British 
Chemical Manufacturers’ Association, will be close by 
in the annexe, together with drugs and druggists’ 
sundries, and furniture. What is known as the New 
Hall will house the jewellery and electro-plate section, 
including a composite exhibit by the Birmingham 
Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ Association, as well as the 
sections devoted to brushware, gramophones and wire- 
less. 

Toys and games, sports goods and fancy goods will 
be shown in the galleries (or rather the first floors, for 
the galleries are to be bridged) of the Main and New 
Halls. Pottery, and a part of the furniture exhibit, will 
be on the ground floor of the building now in course of 
construction, with an extensive display of leather and 
leather goods and stationery on the first floor.

For the forthcoming Fair an endeavour will be made 
to effect an improvement in the general design and 
arrangement of stands, due regard being given to the 
wishes of any exhibitors who regard a special type or 
treatment of stand as essential to their display. A 
sub-committee of the London Exhibitors’ Advisory 
Committee has been appointed to co-operate with the 
Department in this matter.

INTERNATIONAL COMPETITIVE EXHIBITION 
OF PRODUCER GAS PLANT. 


The British Consul at Lisbon has reported to the 
Department of Overseas Trade the publication in the 
Official Gazette of 24th June (1st Series) of Decree 
No. 17,024, which provides for, and lays down the con- 
ditions of, an International Competitive Exhibition of 
Producer Gas Plant suitable for use with stationary 
engines or the engines of motor vehicles, to be held 
under the auspices of the Ministries of Finance, War, 
Marine, Commerce and Communications, Agriculture 
and Colonies. 


The organising body and the executive are to elabor- 
ate a detailed programme which is to be divided into 
four sections, namely:—(1) Carbonisation; (2) Com- 
bustibles, etc.; (8) Stationary engines and the engines 
of motor vehicles, tractors, etc., using producer gas; 
and (4) Development of the use of combustibles at an 
economic price or of national production. 


The Decree makes mention of a number of condi- 
tions customary in such exhibitions, attaching to the 
importation or re-exportation of the exhibits. The main 
object of the Decree is to set a check on the ever- 
increasing consumption of imported combustibles, and 
to this end it is considered that the best method is to 
exploit the wood resources of the country, either by 


direct use or by carbonisation or distillation, having’ 


regard to the best results which have so far been ob- 
tained with I.C. engines using producer gas from coal.

CHEMICAL PRODUCTION IN 1928. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London). 
According to a Report recently issued by the Dominion 

Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, Canadian chemical plants 
producing acids, alkalies, salts and compressed gases re- 
ported an output during 1928 valued at 42,336,846 dollars, 
a total of nearly 12 million dols, in excess of the correspond- 
ing figure for 1927. Statistics for this group in 1928 
covered the operations of 41 establishments, of which 16 
made heavy chemicals and 25 manufactured industrial 
ases. 
. Production in the acids, alkalies and salts group during 
the year under review was valued at 39,190,962 dols., of 
which 21,256,286 dols. represented the value of sales and 
17,934,676 dols. intermediates made and used in further 
processes by the producing plants, Sixteen plants were in 
operation, including 9 in Ontario, 3 in Quebec, 3 in British 
Columbia and 1 in Nova Scotia. Capital employed 
amounted to 40,024,624 dols., employees numbered 2,517, 
salaries and wages totalled 3,490,409 dols., while materials 
cost 22,925,404 dols. 

Excepting sulphuric acid, each of the commodities made 
in this industry was produced by only one or two plants. 
Sulphuric acid was made in 6 plants, nitric acid in 2, 
hydrochloric acid in 2, calcium carbide for sale in 2 and for 
intermediate use in 1, while each of the following commodi- 
ties was made by only one concern: acetylene black, glacial 
acetic acid, hydrofluosilicic acid, phosphoric acid, butyl 
acetate, ethyl acetate, ammonium phosphate, calcium 
cyanamide, bleaching powder, liquid chlorine, iron phos- 
phide, paraldehyde, phosphorus, soda ash, sodium cyanide, 
caustic soda, glauber’s salt, salt cake and croton aldehyde. 
Production figures for these chemicals cannot be published 
separately. 

The output value for the compressed gases industry 
totalled 3,145,884 dols. in 1928. Capital employed was 
given at 4,226,037 dols., employees numbered 426, salaries 
and wages amounted to 652,893 dols., while materials cost 
479,587 dols. 

OPERATING PLANTS. 

Of the 25 plants in operation, 11 were in Ontario, 6 in 
Quebec, 3 in Manitoba, 2 in Nova Scotia, 2 in British 
Columbia, and 1 in Alberta. Acetylene was made in 11 
different plants; carbon dioxide in 7, oxygen in 12, 
hydrogen in 38, and aqua and anhydrous ammonia in 
1 plant.

IMPORT TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first quarter of the current year home consumption 
imports amounted in value to £2,285,739, as compared with 
£2,015,950 in the first three months of 1928. Great Britain 
contributed £795,765, or 35 per cent. of the total, as 
against £716,635, or 36 per cent., in the corresponding 
period of 1928, the United States, £318,901, or 14 per cent. 
(£256,852, or 13 per cent); India, £231,498, or 10 per cent. 
(£252,141, or 13 per cent.); Holland, £133,519, or 6 per 
cent. (£130,681, or 6 per cent.); Japan, £128,171, or 6 per 
cent. (£105,906, or 5 per cent.); and Germany, £107,878, or 
0 per cent. (£86,387, or 4 per cent.). 

It should be noted that home consumption imports ex- 
clude Government goods and specie, also produce of Tan- 
ganyika Territory (valued at £156,587 in the quarter under 
review, as against £135,664 in the period January-March, 
1928) intended for subsequent re-exportation.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE. 


The Association of Italian Corporations, Rome, reports 
that during the first half of the current year imports and 
exports were valued at 11,672 million lire and 7,314-7 
million lire, as compared with 11,064-3 million lire and 
6,990-6 million lire respectively in the first six months of 
1928. The following table gives particulars of the foreign

The trade deficit at the end of June thus stood at 
4,357-3 million lire, as against 4,073-7 million lire at the 
end of June, 1928. The apparent heavy rise which the 
June figures show was due to the fact that the total value 
of imports and exports by parcel post for the first half-year 
is included therein, amounting to 300-3 million lire for the 
former and to 180-7 for the latter. When these amounts 
are deducted the percentage increase in June as compared 
to May amounts to 5-3 per cent. for imports and to 9-6 per 
cent. for exports, percentages which indicate a distinct 
improvement in the trade trend. This improvement set in 
in April, when the growth of the trade deficit which had 
characterised the first quarter of the year, was checked, 
that for each month of the next quarter being somewhat 
below the figure for the corresponding month of the pre- 
vious ‘year; in all 687-7 million lire as compared with 807-7 
million lire. 

The improved trend of the trade balance is confirmed 


by the following monthly figures comparing the percentage 
of exports to imports in the two years :—

PORTUGAL. 





TRADE OF THE CAPE VERDE ISLANDS 
IN 1928. 


The British Consul at St. Vincent reports that the chief 
trade of the Islands is that of coal and oil fuel, the Porto 
Grande of St. Vincent being its centre. Situated as it 
is on the direct route to the South American Republics, it 
offers a splendid natural anchorage, and it is rare that 
bunkering operations are hindered by bad weather. Ship- 
ping entries during 1928 are officially given at 1,125 vessels. 
Of this total, 591 ships were British; and it is evident 
that the bulk of trade, excluding coal and oil, is borne in 
British bottoms. Greek shipping, which occupied the third 
place in 1928, will probably take second position this year. 


The coal stocked is both Welsh and Durham, while a 
small stock of Admiralty steam coal is also carried. The 
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following is a comparative table of coal deliveries at St, 
Vincent :—

The year 1927 was the best in the local coal trade for the 
past twenty years. Its large deliveries may be briefly 
accounted for by the excellent state of trade in South 
America. The decline in the year under review (1928) may 
be attributed to the establishment at Dakar, a strong 
coaling competitor, of a co-operative movement on the part 
of shipowners to provide their own coal at very cheap rates, 
and labour troubles in the River Plate which made owners 
hesitate to send their vessels there, also an excellent 
Canadian harvest, which offered high freights at quick 
dispatch, and thus lured vessels from these waters. ‘The 
present year (1929) promises to be a good average one. 

Oil fuel is stocked and deliveries since 1923 (when tanks 
were installed) were as follows :—

The large increase in 1928 was due to the regular bunkering 
of Blue Star liners, both outward and homeward. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


While the import trade continues to be satisfactory, 
exports would appear to be falling off. The increasing 
population, inauguration of many public works, the instal- 
lation of electric lighting, all have contributed their share; 
there has been plenty of work for all in the Islands, 
especially that of St. Vincent. 


Coffee used to be a large export; but owing to the lack 
of modern methods the land became exhausted and the 
coffee trees were afflicted by blight. This was brought to 
the attention of the local Government in 1927. At first they 
refused to assist the crippled industry; but latterly seed 
has been provided of a Belgian coffee known as ‘‘ Cafe 
robusta,’’ and instruction is being imparted by an agricul- 
tural expert. Salt, which is a principal export, will suffer 
if the present unsatisfactory methods in the pans continue. 
The sugar production is largely used for local consumption, 
a certain proportion of the raw spirit being exported to 
Portugal; the quality of the cane does not justify refining. 
The growing of purgueira and castor seeds for export seems 
to be a fairly steady industry; that of sisal has practically 
disappeared. The export of fruit could be fostered; at 
present it is sold to ships and for local consumption. The 
Government are encouraging the export of pickled tunny 
and other fish; but this is a new venture and cannot there- 
fore be commented upon at present. 


Of the imports, after coal and oil fuel are cotton 
textiles, most of which come from the United Kingdom. 
Bright colours in Manchester goods are required for the 
native women’s head-kerchiefs and dresses; the white popu- 
lation, although small, purchases a good quality of textile. 
Silk fabrics come principally from Belgium and Switzer- 
land, although a small portion is of British origin. Lard 
and vegetable fats, and olive oil come next in the list, of 
Portuguese origin. Flour is imported from the United 
States and the United Kingdom. Rice is always a staple 
import, coming from Portuguese colonies, also maize. 
Tinned foodstuffs are not mentioned in the list of ‘“‘ principal 
imports,’’ but coming from the United Kingdom and the 
United States they represent an item of importance, as they 
are a necessity for the white population of the better class. 
There is always a market for these goods, also hams, bacons, 
etc. 


The following is a summary of countries of origin:— 
Great Britain and colonies: coal, fuel and Diesel oils, 
tobacco, textiles, alcoholic beverages, wood and foodstuffs; 
Portugal: wines, liqueurs, potatoes, onions, tiles, some 
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cement; United States: flour, tinned foods, motor tyres 
and accessories, wood; Germany: wood, cement, tools, hard- 
ware, sugar, empty demijohns, coffee, beer and textiles; 
France: wines and liqueurs, installation for the airplane 
station at Praia; Belgium: fibre for fenders, cement, 
textiles; Holland: gin; Angora, S. Tome and Brazil: 
maize; Cuba: sugar and cigars; Czechoslovakia: glass- 
ware and fancy goods; Argentina: meat and butter; 
Sweden: matches; Portuguese Guinea: rice; Switzerland: 
laces, textiles, watches; Italy: cable supplies; Brazil: lard 
and maize; Jugo-Slavia: Toys, glassware and tools; 
Austria: china, glass and toys; Guatemala: coffee; Egypt: 
cigarettes; Norway: stockfish; Denmark: butter; and 
China and Japan: silks and fancy goods.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports that, 
according to statistics recently appearing in the ‘‘ Madrid 
Gazette,’ imports and exports during 1928 amounted in 
value to 3,004-4 million pesetas and 2,116-5 million pesetas, 
as against 2,576-:1 million pesetas and 1,887-2 million 
pesetas respectively in 1927. The following table gives par- 
ticulars of the values of the principai trading groups during

It will be seen from these figures that the adverse trade 
balance for 1928 shows an increase of nearly 200 million 
pesetas as compared with 1927. 

Imports of manufactured articles and foodstuffs were con- 
siderably higher than those of the two preceding years, 
while among exports raw materials declined by 50 million 
pesetas in comparison with 1927. On the other hand, 
exported foodstuffs in 1928 show an increase of about 270 
million pesetas as compared with 1927.

GOLD COAST COLONY. 


COCOA CROP PROSPECTS. 


The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence 
Bureau reports the following cable received from the 
Director of Agriculture, Accra :— 


‘‘Cocoa crop prospects, July, major crop; Ashanti: 
early, will be small, flowering unsatisfactorily owing to ex- 
cessive rains; Eastern Province: north-east, good; north- 
west, smaller; Central Province: scuth, early, will be small, 
centre, good; Western Province: weather conditions 
favourable, flowers setting well, growers state crop normal; 
General prospects: early, in the market end of August, 
fully, September; October, close early, slightly smaller.’’

FORMOSAN RICE CROP. 


The British Consul at Tamsui reports that, according to a 
report issued by the Government of Formosa, the area 
under rice and estimated production of the first crop of 
1929 are as follows :—

The area planted shows a reduction of 69,581 acres, or 
about 10 per cent., as compared with the same crop in 1928. 
The decrease, according to the official report, is to be attri- 
buted to the unprecedented drought that prevailed at the 
time of planting and for a long time afterwards, but is 
no doubt due to some extent also to the falling off in the 
demand for Formosan rice in Japan owing to the market 
being overstocked. That this is the case is evident from the 
fact that 95 per cent. of the decrease in the area planted is 
in ‘‘ horai’’ rice, the variety specially grown for shipment 
to Japan. 


The estimated production of 14,031,741 bushels is 
1,834,208 bushels less than the figure for the same crop of 
1928, and 1,291,391 bushels, or 8 per cent. below the average 
for the past five years.

Arrangements. 





AUSTRIA—ESTONIA. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE. 


The ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce between 
Austria and Estonia, which was signed on 11th December, 
1928, having been exchanged, the Treaty came into force 
on 4th July, 1929. The Treaty is to remain in force in- 
definitely, subject to three months’ notice of termination 
by either Party. 


The nationals of the respective Parties are to receive 
national treatment in matters of commerce, industry, and 
navigation, taxation, and in the matter of access to the 
Courts and of legal procedure. They are to be permitted 
tc acquire and dispose of movable and immovable property 
on the same terms as nationals of the most-favoured- 
nation and are not to be subject in this respect to taxes or 
duties higher or other than those to which nationals are 
liable. | 


Companies of the Parties are to enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment generally, and national treatment as 
regards taxation. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is pro- 
vided for in the treatment of the ships of the Parties. The 
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coasting trade and fisheries are excepted from this pro- 
vision. 

The Treaty provides for most-favoured-nation treatment 
as regards import duties on goods produced or manufac- 
tured in the territories of the respective countries, and as 
regards import and export prohibitions and restrictions as 
well as for national and most-favoured-nation treatment 
in respect of internal duties on goods. 

Commercial travellers are to enjoy national and most- 
favoured-nation treatment. Temporary duty-free admis- 
sion of their samples is to be permitted on the usual terms. 

The following exceptions to the most-favoured-nation 
treatment accorded under the Treaty are allowed :— 


(a) favours granted to neighbouring States with a 
view to facilitating frontier traffic, 

(b) favours accorded in virtue of a Customs Union, 

(c) favours granted by Estonia to Finland, Latvia, 
Lithuania or Soviet Russia.

CANADA. 


PREFERENCE REGULATIONS: FORMS OF 
CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN. 


With reference to previous notices in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
under the above heading, it should be noted that 
Appraisers’ Bulletin, No. 3585, of 26th July, states that 
certificates of origin made out on old forms altered to read 
“not less than one-half ’’ instead of ‘‘ not less than one- 
fourth,’’ will be accepted by the Canadian Customs with- 
out being initialled by the exporter, provided that the 
alteration has been carried out by an operation on a 
printing machine in quantity. Certificates otherwise 
altered will be accepted by the Customs, as hitherto, only 
if the alteration is initialled by the exporter. 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


NEW IMPORT AND EXPORT TARIFF. 

A Supplement to the ‘‘ Federated Malay States 
Gazette,’’? dated Ist July, contains a new Tariff of import 
and export duties for the States, effective as from Ist 
July, 1929. This new Tariff does not differ greatly from 
the previous one, but it may be mentioned that the import 
duties on all kinds of alcoholic liquors have been increased 
slightly.

IRISH FREE STATE. 


CONTROL AND MARKING OF EXPORTED 
EGGS. 

The Minister for Agriculture of the Irish Free State has 
made Regulations [Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Regula- 
tions, 1925, Amendment Regulations (No. 2), 1929] with 
respect to the marking of eggs preserved by cold storage or 
chemical storage and the marking of packages containing 
such eggs, requiring all eggs so preserved intended for export 
from registered premises to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland to be marked in a certain prescribed manner. In 
addition, all eggs so preserved must be marked in a pre- 
scribed manner before leaving the premises where they have 
been so preserved. 

The Regulations are to take effect as from 18th July. 





FOREIGN. 


BULGARIA. 


CONTROL OF FOODSTUFFS, BEVERAGES, 
MEDICINES, CHEMICALS AND NARCOTICS. 


H.M. Consul at Sofia has forwarded particulars of 
Chapter VIII. of the Bulgarian Law relating to Public 
Health, effective as from 9th March, which deals with the 
control of trade in foodstuffs, beverages, essences, chemicals, 
narcotics, etc. Inter alia, the law prohibits the importa- 
tion of foodstuffs, beverages, essences and other articles in 
general use (utensils used in connection with foodstuffs, 
cosmetics, toys, clothes, paints, etc.) which are found on 
inspection by the Control inspectors to be injurious to 
health or perished, or to have been falsified (adulterated), 
to be an imitation of a superior article, or to have been 
falsely labelled or packed (as to origin, constituents or 
weight). The retail sale of beverages, liqueurs, etc., con- 
taining over 55 per cent. of alcohol is prohibited, as is also 
the import, production and sale of absinthe. A control is 
also exercised over the production, import, export and dis- 
tribution of narcotics and their salts and derivatives, the 
right of import being restricted to pharmacists and drug- 
gists and Government Departments for their own use, and 
to industrial undertakings for the needs of their produc- 
tion. Importers must obtain a special permit for each 
consignment. 

The permission of the Supreme Medical Council is re- 
quired for the import, production and sale of chemical and 
pharmaceutical preparations, the import, production and 
sale of secret remedies being prohibited. Sanitary 
materials, medicines, disinfectants, poisons, potent drugs, 
medicinal specialities and curative mineral waters may only

be imported by pharmacists and druggists. Such of these 
articles as are used in industry, agriculture, etc., may, 
however, be imported by chemists, agricultural engineers 
and agricultural institutions, under official permits. 

Advertisements regarding medicinal preparations require 
the sanction of the Control authorities.

ESTONIA. 


TARIFF REDUCTIONS (TREATY WITH 
GERMANY). 


As a result of the enforcement of the Commercial Treaty 
between Estonia and Germany, which was signed on 
7th December last, the Estonian Customs duties on the

FRANCE. 


EXPORT PROHIBITION ON CERTAIN 
TOBACCO PRODUCTS WITHDRAWN. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 3rd August contains 
a notice of the Ministry of Finance intimating that 
tobacco juice or sauce (praiss), nicotine and nicotine salts 
and solutions thereof may be exported from France with- 
out special authorisation, until further notice. 


IMPORT DUTIES ON CERTAIN WOOLLEN 
HOSIERY. 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that, during the period from 15th April, 1928, to 
10th May, 1929, the import duties on certain kinds of woollen 
hosiery under the French ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff were collected 
at rates higher than those properly leviable. The articles 
affected, and the rates properly applicable, are shown 
below :—

TARIFF TREATMENT OF ARTIFICIAL SILK 
WASTE (AGREEMENT WITH GERMANY). 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 9th August contains 
a Law, dated 7th August, but having retrospective effect as 
from 10th July, which modifies the Tariff treatment of 
artificial silk waste imported into France, in accordance 
with a Franco-German Exchange of Notes of 27th June. 
Particulars of the revised classification introduced by the 
Law are given below, the rates quoted being those of the 
‘* Minimum ”’ Tariff :— 


Tariff No. 167 is revised to read:—Rags (drilles), in- 
cluding old cordage, tarred or not, rags (chijfuns) of 
vegetable fibrest and all similar articles only fit for the 
manufacture of paper; waste of old wool, not mixed;

DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN AFRICAN 
PRODUCE. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 8th August contains 
a Decree, dated 4th August, which provides for the duty. 
free admission into France and Algeria of ‘‘ karité ’’ butter 
originating in and imported direct from French Togoland, 
Ivory Coast and Dahomey. 





GERMANY. 


DUTY ON TINNED BRISLING AND 
HERRINGS. 


As a result of the coming into force on the 29th July 
of the Commercial Treaty between Germany and Estonia, 
which was signed on 7th December last, the German 
Customs duty on brisling and herrings (length of live fish 
not exceeding 16 cm.), prepared with salt, bay, sugar and 
spices, in air-tight sealed receptacles (ex Tariff No. 219) 
imported from countries entitled to most-favoured-nation 
treatment in Germany, has been reduced from 75 to 45 
Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 





NORWAY. 


MARKING OF GOODS TO INDICATE ORIGIN, 


H.M. Minister at Oslo has forwarded copy and transla- 
tion of a Law, dated 2lst June, which empowers the 
Government to prescribe that certain classes of goods, to 
be specified, may not be sold or offered for sale in or im- 
ported into Norway unless they are marked to show 
whether they are of Norwegian or foreign origin, or bear 
a statement of the place of production or origin. Goods 
in transit, and those declared at the time of import to be 
intended for re-export, are not subject to marking 
requirement. 

The date of entry into force of the Law, and the manner 
in which the marking is to be carried out, is to be fixed 
by Decree. 





POLAND. 


EXPORT DUTY ON WHEAT. 


In virtue of an Order dated 31st July, the period during 
which the export duty of 200 zlote per metric ton is leviable 
on wheat exported from Poland has been extended until 
3lst August. 


IMPORT OF WHEAT AND RYE FLOUR. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, by an Order dated 26th July, the period 
during which the import of wheat flour and rye flour into 
Poland is prohibited has been extended as from 31st July 
until further notice. 


TARIFF REDUCTIONS (TREATY WITH 
LATVIA). 


A Commercial Treaty between Poland and Latvia was 
concluded on 12th February and, it is understood, came 
into force on lst May. The Treaty provides for the reduc- 
tion of the Polish Customs import duties on certain goods 
of Latvian origin, and these reduced duties (which are 
applicable to similar goods of United Kingdom origin on 
importation into Poland) are shown below :—

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ROUMANIA. 


NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The Board of Trade have now received from H.M. Chargé 
d’Affaires at Bucharest a copy of the new Roumanian Tariff 
Law, dated 29th July, and published in the ‘‘ Monitor 
Oficial’? on 30th July. The new Tariff annexed to the 
Law came into force on Ist August. 

Under the new Law the principle of ‘‘ minimum ’”’ and 
“maximum”? tariffs is retained. The ‘‘minimum”’ tariff 
rates are applicable to imports from all countries until 
Ist March, 1930, by which date it is intended to have con- 
cluded commercial treaties with all the principal countries 
trading with Roumania. An extension of six months will be 
allowed for the conclusion of treaty negotiations in cases 
where technical difficulties may have caused delay. 

Articles for which no rate of duty is provided under the 
“minimum” tariff are dutiable at the ‘‘ maximum ”’ 
tariff rate. 

The Roumanian Government is authorised (in exceptional 
cases) to increase temporarily the minimum tariff rates to 
combat dumping or to assist newly-established industries. 

H.M. Chargé d’ Affaires reports that the principal object 
of the new tariff is the protection of agriculture, agricul- 
tural products, and the industries making use of such pro- 
ducts. The duty on agricultural machinery and implements 
has been reduced, as well as on materials required for agri- 
culture, with slight exceptions in favour of those made in 
Roumania. Lower duties are imposed on (inter alia) upper 
and sole leather, hides, certain leather shoes, iron sheets (in- 
cluding galvanised iron sheets), real silk goods, perfumery, 
cosmetics, etc. A comparison of the former and revised 
duties on woollen and worsted piece-goods, silk and rayon 
piece-goods, and cotton yarns and piece-goods, and of the 
rules governing the classification of the more important 
classes of mixed tissues, is given below, the duties quoted 
being in paper currency. (The duties of the new tariff are 
expressed in that currency; the former duties represent the 

‘gold ’’? duties of the former tariff multiplied by the agio 
of 40 which was in force.) Particulars xs to the new rates 
of duty on other classes of goods may be obtained from the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, \'ld Queen Street, 
London, 8S.W. 1, where a copy of the new Tariff (in the 
Roumanian language) is available for inspection.

CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN NARCOTIC 
DRUGS. 


Under existing legislation the importation, distribution 
and sale of narcotic drugs (estupefacientes) in Spain is 
vested in a Board of Control (see the issue of this 
‘‘Journal’’ for 24th May, 1928, page 673). Detailed 
regulations for the carrying out of this control are con- 
tained in a Royal Decree, dated 26th July, published in 
the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 1st August. 


The text of this Decree (in Spanish) may be seen by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


It is provided, inter alia, that, as from 1st August, 
import of narcotic drugs, etc., may only take place through 
Barcelona, Bilbao, Port-Bou, Irin and Vigo, and that such 
goods may not be admitted into free ports. Foreign 
narcotic products and specialities are to be obtained by 
tender, the conditions of which will be published in the 
‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid,’’ except in the case of patented pro- 
ducts, which will be obtained direct from the factory.

REDUCED DUTIES ON FRUITS AND 
COFFEE. 


In virtue of a Swedish Royal Order, dated 26th June, 
the following fruits are admitted into Sweden duty free as 
from Ist July, viz. :— 


Fresh oranges and lemons (Tariff No. 1063). 


Dried apricots, peaches, pears and apples, including 
apples in slices or pieces from which the peel and core 
have not been removed (so-called chopped apples for 
making summer drinks), and apple cores and _ peel 
(Tariff No. 108), and 


Dried plums, prunes and prunellas (Tariff No. 109a). 


A further Royal Order of the same date reduces the 
import duty on unroasted coffee (Tariff No. 155) from 40 to 
39 dre per kilog., and that on roasted or baked (even 
ground) coffee (Tariff No. 156a) from 54 to 42 Gre per 
kilog. These reductions are to come into force on lst 
September, 1929.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF DUTIES ON 
COTTON PIECE-GOODS. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ”’ for 25th July publishes the 
following communiqué which has been issued by the Govern- 
ment of India :— 


The Government of India have decided to appoint Mr. 
Hardy, I.C.S., Collector of Customs, Calcutta, to examine 
the possibility of substituting a system of specific duties for 
the existing system of ad valorem assessment of cotton 
piece-goods. 


They have also decided, in order to give effect to the 
promise made by His Excellency Lord Irwin when he received 
a deputation from the Bombay Millowners’ Association at 
Poona, that their representation would be considered, that 
Mr. Hardy should simultaneously ascertain and report what 
changes have taken place, since the Tariff Board reported, 
in the volume of imports, classes of goods imported, and the 
extent and severity of external competition with the pro- 
ducts of the Indian mills.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods ; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs ‘Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices;

Art. 13.—The tender is required to quote for the installa- 
tion of machinery to prepare ‘‘ Petit Pain’’ loaves, which 
are to be wrapped in paper automatically. 

Art. 14.—To obtain the best results from the above opera- 
tions and to assure the normal activities of the factory with 
the least possible number of labourers, the efficiency of fill- 
ing, emptying, carrying and mixing machines should be a 
paramount consideration. 

II.—ELecTRICAL ARRANGEMENTS, 


Art. 18.—All mechanical parts, including the ovens, are to 
be worked by electric power. 

Art. 19.—Electric motors are to run on continuous current; 
each oven shall be heated by 220 volts, generated by its own 
branch. The motors should also be equipped with a full- 
speed starter and speed regulator. 

Art. 23.—The tender is required to offer a compound 
wound dynamo whose speed shall not exceed 750-800 r.p.m.; 
this is to generate a power of 220 volts and should be built 
in a small area in the factory. High-speed dynamos 
should not be offered. This dynamo is to be driven 
by a motor running on mazout, the calorific value of which 
should not be less than 1,000 calories per kilo. For every 
h.p. the amount consumed in an hour may not be more than 
190 grams. Cylinder valves, etc., should be easily change- 
able. The motor is to be started by compressed air, and 
generally Diesel systems are preferred. The speed of the 
motor should not exceed 500 r.p.m. Preference will be given 
to slower motors. 

Art. 24.—The contractor is required to erect the main 
switchboard with automatic cut-out, ammeter, voltmeter and 
wattmeter.

Bakehouse and Appendage. 


Art. 25.—The bakehouse is to be built on the site known 
as Mezarlik Bashi. The area en which it is to be built will 
not exceed 1,200 square metres. The object is to build 
the bakehouse on a comparatively small area, but on modern 


lines.
